The surgeon general’s report in July covered some 
two and a half million men, about half of them in France. 
Some of them were then participating in the heavy fight­ 
ing near the Marne, Bleeping and eating any way they 
could. All theae men were aw ay from home, subject to 
a novel regimen. 
The death rate from disease among 
them was a trifle under two a year out of each thousand. 
For men of military age in civil life the death rate from 
disease is three times as high. 
As move of our soldiers a re subjected to the rigors 
of battle-line life, and during a longer period, this death 
rate may rise somewhat. But though science multiplies 
weapons of destruction, it also safeguards the soldier 
from other risks that were form erly as deadly as bullets. 
In the Mexican war the d eath rate from disease was 
at the rate of IOO a year out of every 1000. In the Civil 
war the rate in 1862 was 40 out of 1000, but next year 
it rose to 60 out of 1000. The disease cate in the Spanish- 
American war was 25 out of 1000. In the Russo-Japanese 
war it was 20 out of 1000. 
This is a great offset to b attle losses.

Different methods 
in 
teaching, a 
broader conception of education make 
knowledge cf the intelligent use of 
any library, college, school or public, 
a 
necessity 
if 
a 
student 
wishes to make the most of his time 
and effort. 
No longer is it Buffi claut 
to study only the text books. 
Their 
Information must be supplemented by 
that gained from many other sources. 
Whqpe shall this be found, and how? 
And it is not only the school or col­ 
lege student who must use a library 
nowadays. Continually in theae busy 
times, men and women in all depart­ 
ments of activity are confronted with 
problems or tasks, in the solving or 
performance of which reliable infor­ 
mation of some kind is needed. It is, 
to the library that they, too, must turn. 
Libraries are constantly becoming 
larger and more complex as they are 
endeavoring to meet 
the needs of 
every one in a community and those 
who can intelligently use them will 
gain the most from these storehouses 
of information. 
To make intelligent 
use of our own well stocked school 
library and then that of any public or 
college library is one of the aims of 
this course. 
. 
The course will be open to Junior 
College students and to a limited num­ 
ber of Seniors and Juniors on permis­ 
sion of the principal. It will consist 
of one lecture a 
week 
and 
actual 
library practice 
work 
during 
four 
periods a week. The course will' cover 
a brief study of the evolution of the 
book, the library, its history and place 
in the community, study of the parts 
of a book and their relative 
impor­ 
tance, the use of different kinds of 
reference books, the making of bibli­ 
ographies, card alphabeting and filing. 
Of the technical side some of the fun­ 
damental principles involved in buy­ 
ing, accessioning, classifying and cata­ 
loging books will be discussed. Knowl­ 
edge of the catalogue and filing sys­ 
tem will make simpler the understand­ 
ing of other filing systems so general­ 
ly used In professional, mercantile 
and industrial lines. 
For those who wish more of the 
technical side of library work, prepar­ 
atory to a continuance of this study. 
provision will be made for a second 
period each day far practical work in. 
the library, for which additional credit 
will be given. At' the present time 
there is great 
demand 
for 
trained 
librarians, those having 
a 
diploma 
from a college as well as one from 
some well established library school. 
Obviously, the course offered at the 
High School will not turn out trained 
librarians, but besides making possible 
efficient methods in the use of any 
library, it will give students an oppor­ 
tunity to try out library work; it will 
make a good foundation for and make 
easier a future library course. 
Stu­ 
dents taking this course can 
more 
readily qualify as pages and assist­ 
ants in libraries. In this way in all col­ 
lege libraries, many a 
student 
has 
helped pay his expenses.

Conservation of Man Power 
and Gas Is the 
Purpose 


Asking the co-operation of the mem. 
hers of the oil industry and the pub­ 
lic at large in the movement to cori- 
; serve man power,' D. M. Folsom, dh 
xector of the Pacific coast section of 
the oil division of the Fuel Adminis­ 
tration, ha8 announced that all sellers 
and distributors of gasoline and en- 
i gine 
distillate, 
without 
exception, 
have been requested to limit their 
, sales to the hours between 6 a. rn. and 
I 6 p. rn. 
The appeal is 
being 
made 
In all states of the Pacific coast sec­ 
tion, 
including 
California, 
Oregon, 
W ashington, Arizona, Nevada, 
Utah 
and Idaho and the Hawaiian Islands. 
The limit of the hours of service will 
work no inconvenience on the gaso­ 
line and engine distillate consuming 
public, requiring only a 
little 
fore­ 
thought in order to secure their re­ 
quirements. 
With the public co-operating with 
the oil com panies' and making their 
purchases only during the hours sug- 
gested by Mr. Folsom, it is pointed 
out that a large reduction 
can 
be 
made in the 
num ber 
of 
employes 
needed in the distribution of gasoline 
and engine distillate throughout the 
Pacific coast states and these men 
released are made available for na­ 
tional service.

H ere are th e walnut prices th a t will 
rule with the associations for the crop 
now being''harvested. 
The directors 
of the California W alnut Growers’ 
Association met in Los Angeles today 
and adopted these prices for the guid­ 
ance bf all 4be associations identified 
with tho Calgornia organization. 
The quotations were made following 
a report made by Manager C. Thorpe, 
who recently made a trip east to in­ 
vestigate m arket conditions. The fact 
that the m arket is cleaned up of waI* 
nuts of all grades, both domestic and 
foreign, and that wages are ruling 
high everywhere, with money plenti­ 
ful and a prospective demand bigger 
than ever before, bad influence on the 
figures. 
The advance is 'about 40 per cent 
over the quotations of last year. 
“Based on these prices, toe walnut 
crop of California this year will re­ 
turn f. o. b. value of $9,000,000 as 
against $6,000,000,000 last year,” says 
Thorpe in his report. 
“The volume 
of business for this association alone 
la estim ated at $7,000,000 aa against 
$4,500,000 last year and $3,200,000 the 
year previous.” 
Thorpe estim ates that No. 2*s will 
not be more than five per cent of the 
total crop this season, and he says 
there will be more than twice as many 
budded nuts this season as last. 
N 
Foreign Situation Obscura 
“The foreign situation is m ore ob­ 
scure this year than ever before,” says 
Thorpe. 
“There arte apparently, very 
large crops and of excellent quality in 
all of the European centers of produc­ 
tion. 
The French crop is reported to 
be of unusually fine quality, th e Ital­ 
ian crop better than usual, and the 
Spanish crop larger in volume and of 
the b est quality ever produced; Span1 
ish w alnuts have been practically a 
negligible quantity as far a^i Compe­ 
tition has been concerned heretofore, 
but this year the crop is est {inated' at 
150,000 bags. The m eats of these nuts 
are nearly always am ber in color. 
It 
is expected that a large portion of the 
Spanish crop will reach America this 
year as there- are no em bargoes, and 
on account of the stabilizing of ex* 
change with Spain these goods can be 
brought over cheaper than from other 
European counties. 
“The French governm ent a t present 
has an em bargo prohibiting th e ex­ 
portation of unshelled walnuts, which 
is probably due to the dem and foe wal­ 
nut shells in the m anufacture Of char­ 
coal for gas masks, or the lack bf 
transportation facilities, m acing neces­ 
sary the concentration of Apace by 
shipping only the walnut meats. Such 
an em bargo existed and was removed 
several tim es last-year and It in prob­ 
able that the French governm ent will 
again lift the em bargo when the new 
French crop is ready for shipm ent, so 
that too much cannot be counted upon 
this embargo. 
Na Embargo on Italian Product 
“There are no em bargoes on Italian 
walnuts and the first shipm ents arb 
ready to come forw ard now. The best 
grades 
of 
Italian 
nuts 
commonly 
known az Sorrentoz or Naples are the 
highest in quality of any foreign pro­ 
duction. 
They sell usually from one 
to two cents under our No. l ’s. 
Prac­ 
tically no purchases of Italian nuts 
have as yet been made in America, 
owing principally to the fact that 
American exchange is so much against 
the Italian that the prices quoted now 
figure a cost of approxim ately 28 cents 
per pound delivered iiPNeut York, and 
as yet the im porters have not been 
willing to come to this figure. 
It is 
expected that the exchange rates will 
either be stabilized or the Italian ex­ 
porters will revise their prices *ln th-' 
very near future. 
“The United States governm ent has 
refused to issue licenses for the im­ 
portation of M anchurian w alnuts or 
any nuts from the Orient. Usually ap­ 
proximately 50,000 bags enter this 
country annually from the Orient. 
“The ordnance departm ent of the 
army has commandeered all present 
stocks of Brasil nuts, commonly called 
niggertoes, and will not perm it their 
being retailed except as nut manta, in 
other words, all of these goods m ust 
be shelled, and the shells sold to the 
government for w ar purposes. 
The 
lack of unshelled Brazil nuts will, in 
a m easure, increase the dem and for 
unshelled walnuts,”
